09/727,458 is being allowed since none of the prior art of record teaches or fairly suggests a 
method for storing and transporting semen samples which comprises the steps of placing semen 
samples into a plurality of storage tubes, placing the plurality of tubes into a transportable 
carrying member or tray, placing the transportable carrying member or tray into a refrigerated 
container having a mounting member or rack for holding the transportable carrying tray, 
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pivotally moving the mounting member or rack so as to pivotally move the plurality of storage 
tubes held within the transportable carrying tray so as to prevent settling of particulates in the 
semen samples, storing the plurality of storage tubes held within the transportable carrying tray 
within the refrigerated container for a time period, and removing the transportable carrying tray 
from the mounting member in the refrigerated container for transportation of the semen samples 
to another location.
